Some Land Offered Town... 


Tuckahoe Turf 
Now In Play 


The sale of the 292-acre Tuckahoe Turf Farm 
took two twists this week when local developer 
Ralph Depalma offered to give 20-30 acres to the 
town if it does not exercise first option to buy the 
parcel. 

Also, Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, who has 
been studying the situation since the current 
owners of the land announced in February that 
they will sell for $1.1 million, said he will recom- 
mend to Town Council that the town buy it. 

Johnson has scheduled a special meeting to 
discuss the details of his plan on Thursday, May 
13th. At least two-thirds of the council, or eight 
members, must agree to the town purchasing the 
property. 

Zoned For Farming 

The land is zoned for farming and therefore has 
the first option of buy Tuckahoe Turf Farms if it is 
to be used for another use. !t was reported that a 
$50,000 deposit from Tuckahoe Development Cor- 
a was given to the land’s current owners. 

he land is located off South West Street and 
oo Westfield Street and Pine Street in Feeding 
s. 

Tuckahoe Turf Farms is considered one of the 
prime parcels in the community. 

Johnson fears that the construction of an 
estimated 300 new homes will significantly alter 
the character of the community and put a severe 
strain on municipal services. He also said that 
development of the land could further complicate 
the completion of the Route 57 highway project, 
which slices through _a northern section of 
Tuckahoe Turf Farms. 

However, DePalma quickly responded that the 
20-30 acres he is offering is “vintage property that 
could be.used for open space, a new school, or for 
elderly housing.” According to him, he has been 
authorized by the investors to negotiate with the 
town.

Mrs. Willis made no mention of her differences 
with Johnson in her initial press statement. 

She said, ‘We can no longer say that the pro- 
blems before us are too big or too complex. We 
have learned that to delay is much more costly, 
both in terms Of money and the quality of service 
provided.” 


Along with efforts to attain grants and local aid, 
Mrs. Willis said she would seek to market 
Agawam to business and industry to expand the 
town’s tax base and to creat jobs. She said that 
public health services should remain intact and 
that public safety be maintained. 


Calling for the continuance of current senior 
citizen services, Mrs. Willis said, ‘We must an- 
ticipate the needs of our growing number of 
homebound residents and have programs in place 
to meet their needs.

Jr. Women Need To Re-Check 
Facts On Gun Control Bill 


To The Editor. 

| am extremely pleased to see the concern of 
the Agawam Junior Women’s Club in regards to 
crime and violence in our society. However, their 
concern is based on bias and one-sided facts sup- 
plied to them by HANDGUN CONTROL, INC. This 
group is a major supporter of the BRADY BILL, 
which was named after the husband of Sarah 
Brady. Sarah Brady is the head of Handgun Con- 
trol. 

Here in Massachusetts, we already have a 
“waiting period” and a police check. This initial 
wait to get a permit to carry firearms (pistol! per- 
mit) requires fingerprinting, photos, and a police 
records, check that has in the past taken up to 16 
weeks. We still have crime in Massachusetts. 

The Junior Women’s Club is in error for their 
support. Most firearms used in crime are not used 
by their legitimate owners, but have been stolen 
and resold on the “black market.” Most of these 
firearms have not been sold by legitimate gun 
dealers. 

Please be serious. No one who is going to use a 
firearm for an illegal purpose is willing to wait 16 
weeks (or five days, as the Brady Bill requires), nor 
are they willing to go through a background 
check, and fill out a reem of federal and state 
paperwork, leaving a very clear paper trail to their 
identity. It is much easier to buy a gun on the 
black market, one which has already been stolen. 

| would remind everyone about the second am- 
mendment to the constitution. Nowhere does it 
mention a waiting period to purchase firearms. 
Waiting periods have been tried unsuccessfully 
since the 1950’s. A case in point is the state of 
California. They started with a one day wait. This 
turned into a five day wait, followed by a 10 day 
wait. The wait now stands at 15 days, and they 
still have crime running rampant in the streets. 

The problem isn’t a problem of firearms owner- 
ship by law abiding citizens (the only ones the 
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Brady Bill will impact), but of firearm possession 
by criminals (who don’t obey laws already), and a 
lack of intestinal fortitude by our legislators. We 
must have the vision to elect people who can 
clearly see the problem, and who have the 
courage to address it without letting their per- 
sonal bias interfere. In my opinion, neither Ted 
Kennedy nor Richard Neal fit this description. 
Ben Franklin once said that “Pepople who are 
willing to give a little liberty to gain a little securi- 
ty deserve neither.” . 
Write Ted Kennedy and Rich Neal and tell them 
that you oppose $414 and HR1025. Support your

Rabies & Raccoons: 
Please Be Informed! 


To The Editor: : 

Due to the recent spread of the raccoon strain 
of rabies into Massachusetts, | think it is impor- 
tant for everyone to understand the facts about 
the disease, and how to minimize its risks to 
themselves and their pets. 

Rabies is a viral disease that affects the ner- 
vous system of an infected animal, and here in 
Massachusetts, it’s usually a raccoon, striped 
skunk, red or gray fox, or bat. In the past few mon- 
ths, there have also been confirmed cases of 
rabies in a woodchuck, a pet cat, and a cow. 

People can become infected from a bite, 
scratch, lick, or other exposure to an infected 
animal’s saliva or tissues. Without treatment, the 
disease is almost always fatal. Most commonly, 
human exposure occurs from contact with a 
domestic animal that has been infected by a wild 
animal. 

Therefore, it is imperative that dogs, vulnerable 
livestock, and especially cats be vaccinated 
against rabies, and that they be kept away from 
wildlife whenever possible. People with questions 
about their pets or livestock should consult with 
their veterinarian; people with questions about 
human exposure should consult with their physi- 
cian or local health department. 

Rabies may cause behavioral changes or 
physical symptoms in animals as it attacks the 
nervous system. It is important to note that there 
is no way that a person can be sure of whether or 
not an animal is infected with rabies (the 
diagnosis requires a laboratory examination); it is 
important for people to understand that an animal 
may harbor the disease and not display any symp- 
toms for weeks, months, or in rare cases, a year or 
more. 

Rabid mammals in the latter stages of the 
disease may attempt to bite, appear disoriented, 
aggessive, or uncoordinated; they may seem un- 
naturally tame and friendly. An animal with rabies 
may drool, or seem weak; but it is extremely im- 
portant to remember that animals who are 
developing rabies, or who have certain strains of 
rabies, may show no symptoms whatsoever. 

By the same token, there are other medical con- 
ditions (both diseases and injuries) that can 
mimic the symptoms of rabies. There are some 
behaviors attributable to rabies which are perfect- 
ly normal ... raccoons, foxes, and skunks do occa- 
sionally venture out during the daytime (especial- 
ly during the breeding season or while raising 
young), an animal that picks up a toad in its 
mouth will drool for several hours. 

The apparently-healthy baby raccoon you found 
in your backyard and want to help may have 
rabies that it received from its mother... the young 
fox that was hit by a car and you want to help may 
have rabies. It is important for ‘(good Samaritans” 
to understand thie risks they may be taking by try- 
ing to help. 

| would like to recommend that people observe 
the same rules that have been taught by parents 
for years ... never approach or attempt to pet any 
wild animal, never pet a strange cat or dog, and 
always wash your hands thoroughly after petting 
a dog, cat, or farm animal you do know. Don’t trap 
and relocate nuisance wildlife since this may 
spread this and other diseases; don’t try to attract 
wildlife by feeding them, or leave food outdoors 
for your pet. 

The basic rule is, if there’s something about an 
animal that seems abnormal, call the animal con- 
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trol agency in your city or town. The animal con- 
trol agency is any one town may be the Board of 
Health, Police Department, Dog Officer, MSPCA, 
or the state Environmental Police. It might be wise 
for people to know who will respond during the 
day, at night, or on weekends. As an education 
center, Laughing Brook does not have the person- 
nel, equipment, or facilities to assist in these mat- 
ters. 

As with Lyme Disease, the spread of rables 
across Massachusetts is inevitable. This does not 
mean, however, that you cannot enjoy the out- 
doors or take pleasure in observing wildlife in its 
natural habitat. Not every animal you see is going 
to have rabies. Use common sense... if you vac- 
cinate your pets, respect wild animals by avoiding 
close contact, and let the proper authorities han- 
dle unusual wildlife situtations, you can 
dramatically reduce your risk of encountering 
rabies. 

Here at the Massachusetts Audubon Society, 
we will still enjoy our sanctuaries, conduct pro- 
grams at natural areas throughout the region, and 
continue our appreciation of our state’s natural 
heritage ... and we encourage everyone else to do 
the same.

Motor Vehicle Theft 


by Detective Wayne Macey 
Agawam Police Department 


In the time it takes to read this article, nine 
vehicles will be stolen from across the country. 
While there has been a steady yearly increase in 
vehicle thefts, the rate of recovery has declined. 


During the 1960’s, we experienced a 90% 
recovery rate while, presently, 54% is about 
average. Well over one-million vehicles a year—in- 
cluding cars, trucks, and buses—are stolen every 
year. 

In addition, contents and accessories stolen 
from vehicles have been reported at the rate of 1.2 
million and 1.3 million, respectively, per year. It is 
our responsibility to make it as difficult as possi- 
ble for the would-be thief to steal our vehicle or 
the property within. 


The following are some steps which can be 
taken to limit access to our vehicles: 

1. Lock all windows and doors and make sure 
the trunk is locked, no matter how long you plan 
to be away. 

2. Leave no identification numbers or names on 
the keys which could lead the thief to your home 
or vehicle. 

3. Keep everything of value locked in your trunk 
or at least out of sight in the back seat when you 
are away from the car. 

4. Don’t ever leave important papers or credit 
cards locked in the glove compartment. 

5. Park in well-lit, busy areas; and, if you park in 
valet lots, leave only the ignition key. 

6. Check into security systems at the time of 
purchase of your vehicle. There are many different 
kinds which can protect all areas of your vehicle. 
Prices vary, also. 

7. Document your vehicle identification number 
somewhere in your important papers. All of these 
numbers are registered with the F.B.I.’s com- 
puterized National Crime Information Center. 

8. Accessories such as telephones, tape 
players, C.B.’s, and radios should be mounted on 
slide brackets so that they can be easily dis- 
mounted and stored in the trunk. Insurance com- 
panies don’t usually cover such accessories. Be 
sure to mark and document serial numbers on 
these items. 

9. Always check your license plate to see that it 
hasn’t been stolen. A few drops of solder or fading 
the threads on the bolts will deter theft. 

10. Lastly, if your car or plate is stolen, report it 
immediately so that chances of recovery are that 
much greater. Oftentimes, stolen cars are used in 
the commission of other crimes.

Neal Urges Clinton To 
Conduct POW-MIA 
Inquiry In Vietnam 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
recently joined 22 of his colleagues in sending a 
letter to President Clinton urging him to cease 
consideration of financial assistance to the 
Socialist Republic of Vietnam, to maintain the 
trade embargo, and to suspend talks for renewed 
diplomatic relations with Hanoi until the status of 
American POW-MIA’s is fully resolved. 

This action was prompted by recent reports 
that the Vietnamese government may have misled 
the United States by failing to accurately report 
the number of American POW-MIA’s in captivity 
following the Vietnam War. 


The full text of the letter to the President reads: 

“A coalition of Members of Congress are con- 
cerned about the status of American soldiers who 
fought during the Vietnam War and who may 
potentially remain in Vietnam, or in other loca- 
tions, are writing to bring to your attention an 
issue of grave concern to many Americans, that of 
the Prisoners of War (POW’s) and United States 
soldiers who are Missing In Action (MIA). 

“As you are aware, the Senate Select Commit- 
tee Report on POWs released in January of this 
year held open the possibility that some U.S. 
soldiers had languished in enemy hands after the 
Vietnam War ended almost 20 years ago. 


“Given these findings, recent live sighting 
reports and other similar developments not in- 
cluded in the final report, we urge you to halt the 
consideration of any monetary assistance to Viet- 
nam by the International Monetary Fund, the 
World Bank, or any other lending institutions to 
te the United States contributes American tax 

ollars. 


“Also, we urge you not to pursue standard 
diplomatic relations with Vietnam at this time. 
Furthermore, we ask you to maintain the trade 
embargo until Vietnam is fully forthcoming with 
acceptable responses concerning discrepancy 
cases including those which occurred after the 
March 1973 repatriation, as well as MIA incidents 
from the time up to and including the conclusion 
of U.S. operations in Southeast Asia in 1975. 


“Clearly this is a humanitarian issue of grave 
concern not only for our soldiers but for the 
American families of those brave freedom 
Wanters who risked their lives during the Vietnam 

ar. 


“Given that the International Monetary Fund 
meeting will commence on April 30th, 1993, we re- 
quest that you use your influence to maintain a 
ban on trade with Vietnam until they provide us 
with detailed status information on the MIA cases 
who were known to be living but not repatriated 
during Operation Homecoming in 1973. 


“We appreciate your consideration and con- 
cern for this most disturbing problem that con- 
tinues to haunt millions of Americans. We look 
forward to supporting your efforts at the IMF 
meetings later this month, and urge you to hold 
Vietnam responsible for hindering any and all ef- 
forts to find out about the destiny of American 
soldiers who served during the Vietnam War. 

“Finally, we recommend that the United States 
government work closely with the Russian govern- 
ment to review the legitimacy of the recent docu- 
ment incleating nat Hanoi lied about the number 
of American POW’s held in captivity.”

Debra Jean 
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Melconian Commends 
Weld’s Attempt To 
Overhaul Welfare 


State Senator Linda J. Melconian 
(D-Springfield) recently commended the Weld Ad- 
ministration for making welfare reform in 
Massachusetts a priority. 

In a press conference held last Monday, Gover- 
nor Weld proposed time-limited benefits and com- 
munity service for long-term welfare recipients as 
he filed legislation to reform the state’s $1.5 
billion Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) program. 

Stated Melconian, “Each year for the past five 
years, | have worked in the Senate to drastically 
reform Welfare as it presently exists. | am pleased 
that Governor Weld has embraced the notion that 
we need to restructure AFDC into a transitional 
program to help people to become working and 
contributing members of society.” 

The Weld Administration proposes to rename 
the Welfare Department the “Department of Tran- 
sitional Assistance,” as well as create the Tem- 
porary Employment for Massachusetts Parents 
(TEMP), a community service program in which 
welfare recipients must participate after being on 
welfare for two years or risk losing benefits. 

Other elements include increased collection of 
child support for single mothers, a provision re- 
quiring minor parents to stay in their parents’ or 
guardians’ home while receiving welfare for their 
children, and a one-time cash payment for certain 
families to divert them from the welfare system. 

Melconian supports certain aspects of the 
Governor’s plan, and has even taken similar steps 
herself in the legislature. 

“In the past, the Senate Committee on Ways 
and Means, on which !| have served as Assistant 


Vice-Chair, sponsored legislation to rename the ° 


Welfare Department the Department of Transi- 
tional Assistance, to clarify what the true role of 
the agency was. Governor Weld’s concurrence 
compounds on the support already existing and 
can only encourage a more expeditious im- 
plementation,” Melconian contended. 

Melconian each year has sponsored legislation 
calling for a 1-800 hotline for citizens to report 
welfare fraud. Weld’s proposal includes the same 
initiative. 

“| introduced this legislation because the State 
should provide every incentive to citizens to 
report suspected welfare fraud as it not only robs 
the taxpayer, but is an unfair characterization on 
welfare recipients as a whole,” stated Melconian. 

Although Melconian does not agree with every 
component of the Weld proposal, she did stress 
the need for action at every level of government 
and take seriously the very grave need to revamp 
the entire Welfare system. 

“In February, President Clinton implored the 
nation to end welfare as we know it. | am grateful 
that Massachusetts is joining forces with the 
federal government to begin to institute these 
badly-needed reforms.

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AIDS Babies Receive 
Mother’s Day Support 
From Local Knitters

Infants born with HIV-AIDS virus, addicted to 
DRUGS, or orphaned or abandoned and living in 
hospitals or foster homes, will have cozy, warm 
blankets of their own this Mother’s Day due to the 
busy fingers of caring local women and their knit- 
ting. 

Rose Mezetti of 59 Pheasant Hill Drive, Feeding 
Hills, told us, ‘‘Our hearts just went out to these 
babies when we heard about the project from an 
employee of Avery Dennison Company in Fram- 
ingham.” 

The blanket-making was suggested by Mary 
Tebo of Dennison Co. as a community service pro- 
ject for employees in conjunction with Evelyn 
Langley of the Callahan Senior Center, Fram- 
ingham. The goal of 100 blankets by Mother's Day 
was set. When it is reached, Ruby Transue of Lex- 
ington, zone coordinator for ‘ABC Quilts,” will 
pick them up and distribute them to four Greater 

oston hospitals, including Boston Children’s 
Hospital, medical facilities or foster homes deal- 
ing with babies with AIDS. Ruby said that many of 
these babies are abandoned by their parents, who 
cannot support them. 

Rose and her friends, Jennie Juzba and 
Priscilla Magagnoli of Paul Revere Drive, Feeding 
Hills, have long been knitting lap robes and 
afghans for veterans and area hospitals. “We put 
these on the back burner until Mother’s Day,” 
Rose said. “We won’t make 100, but we’ll do the 
best we can.” 

The blankets become the personal property of 
the babies and do not belong to the hospitals, 
Ruby said. In the neo-natal unit of some hospitals, 
she said the blanket may be placed over the in- 
fant’s isolette to give him/her privacy, or alone 
time.

This project is part of the 
nationwide ABC Quilt Program (AIDS Babies Crib 
Quilts). These quilts, made by volunteers across 
the country, are in two sizes: 36” x 36” (for 
newborns) and 40” x 44” (for toddlers up to six 
years of age). The quilts are made of cotton or cot- 
ton/polyester fabric with bonded polyester bat- 
ting. Designs can be juvenile prints or panels, ap- 
pliques, etc. 

The ABC Quilt Program was started in 1988 by. 
Ellen Ahigren of Northwood, New Hampshire 
(after hearing about the plight of some 3,000 
babies with AIDS abandoned by their families).

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MSPCA Says Cats 
Don’t Receive Same 
Care As Dogs Do 


The MSPCA recently released results from a 
survey designed to cast light on a pet overpopula- 
tion explosion that continues to plague 
Massachusetts and the nation. The organization 
also blanketed the country with materials design- 
ed to elevate the status of America’s number one 
pet, the cat. 

Findings from the survey, conducted for the 
MSPCA by Dorr Research Corporation of Boston, 
show that cats just don’t receive the same level of 
care that dogs do. 

Of particular concern to humane society of- 
ficials is that the vast majority of pet owners allow 
their pets to have at least one litter before the 
animals are sterilized. Cat owners were especially 
likely to allow their pets to produce mulitple lit- 
ters. 

MSPCA and public health officials are especial- 
ly concerned about the unchecked cat population. 
With the arrival of rabies, animal care profes- 
sionals are growing increasingly concerned about 
the number of unvaccinated cats allowed to roam 
free and multiply. Efforts to thwart the rabies pro- 
blem began recently with a new state law man- 
dating rabies inoculation for cats. 

MSPCA survey data reveal about a million and 
half pets now reside in Massachusetts, including 
close to 800,000 domestic cats and 566,000 dogs. 
Last year, MSPCA shelters received more than 
36,000 unwanted animals, including close to 
24,000 cats and kittens. 

In examining the sources of pets, the survey 
found that while dogs are usually acquired after 
some planning, the majority of cats ‘‘adopt” their 
owners. 

“People generally put some effort into their 
dogs, from choosing the pet to ensuring basic 
veterinary care,’ said MSPCA Vice President 
Carter Luke. ‘But cats seem to ‘happen’ upon 
families, coming in as strays or from unexpected 
litters in the neighborhood. Subsequently, cats 
receive far less care and respect than do dogs,” 
Luke said. 

Recognizing the failure of some cat owners to 
act responsibly in caring for and sterilizing their 
pets, Luke last year marshalled support from 
humane societies throughout the nation and 
declared 1993 the ‘‘Year of the Cat.” 

“The campaign is really a series of local efforts 
to help cats,’”’ Luke said. “All of us who work at 
humane societies or veterinary hospitals know 
the problems cats face. It is our coalition’s goal to 
focus attention on the issues and to start a 
transformation in the way cats are treated.” 

According to MSPCA officials, of the 75,000 
animals euthanized every year in Massachusetts, 
50,000 are healthy cats and kittens. Since spring 
is the peak breeding season for cats, MSPC. 
shelters and hospitals are stepping up efforts to 
promote spaying and neutering and encourage 
prospective cat owners to visit shelters for a lov- 
ing feline companion.

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M.L. Rees, D.C. 
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Westfield Savings 
Continues To Show 
Strong Growth 


The news continues to be good for Westfield 
Savings Bank. Trustees in attendance at the 
Bank’s Quarterly Meeting on April 20th were in- 
formed by President Donald A. Williams that 
assets had increased by $8,423,505 for the period 
from January 1st through March 31st, 1993.

—Sidekicks 

lt’s not too often that an actor gets to play 
himself on the silver screen, but that’s just what 
happens in Sidekicks, as martial arts master Chuck 
Norris fills in the blanks between “reel” footage 
from his films and manufactured add-ons to round 
out the story. 

In a nutshell, a young boy plagued with asthma 
and considered a wimp by his peers escapes into 
a fantasy world of daydreams that pairs him with 
his idol (Norris) in a series of escapades spun out 
of everyday occurrences. 

in that fantasy world the boy is a hero, too, fen- 
ding off two dozen attackers at a time, rescuing 
damsels in distress, and demonstrating unbeat- 
able martial arts skills. 

In the real world, however, it’s a hard-knock life 
and even the gym teacher seems out to get him. 

And then, a sensitive Oriental teacher and her 
innocuous-looking uncle (who work together to 
keep their “Flying Dragon” restaurant thriving) 
take him in, so to speak, and the training begins. 

it’s a poor man’s Karate Kid, with everyday items 
and simplistic rituals replacing the mats and 
rituals of the traditional dojo. To prove himself, he 
enters a competition sure to pit him against the 
class bullies. 

But, the kids’ team comes up one person shy of 
the four members needed... until Norris shows up 
with his scores to settle. 

In a dream come true, our adolescent hero gets 
some real life action with his hero on the mat, but 
with an ending that still makes one wonder—is it 
live or is it wishful thinking? 

Norris is Norris, and there is an interesting per- 
formance by Beau Bridges as the boy’s widowed 
father lost in his own world of computers, 
unaware of his son’s distress. The film also 
boasts some striking footage of martial arts com- 
petition. 

Sidekicks is limp, a on sentiment, and highly 
predictable. But kids will love it, for its farside fan- 
tasy and its happy, hopeful ending. 


—Indian Summer 

Indian Summer comes nowhere near its more re- 
cent and far more memorable predecessor, The 
Big Chill, though it tries hard—too hard! 

Alan Arkin fumbles though a miserable role as 
the Canadian summer camp owner who calls 
back former campers (now blissfully 30-some- 
thing’ers) to relive memories and possibly find so- 
meone to take over and keep the place running as 
it always was. 

Yes, the scenery is great, but so what. We don’t 
get to see enough of it, and we get to see far too 
many recreations of childhood escapades that 
never come out quite as funny on replay. 

Silly characters with nothing better to do than 
pass a swim test, rerun biathalons, and remember 
how unpleasant the odors were in those vintage 
cabins. 

Add to the mix a bumbling, stumbling mainte- 
nance man (actually, his bit in trying to unload 
luggage on the dock was funny in the same way 
old-fashioned sight gags and pratfall comedy 
were funny), and you have the whole cast. 

When the least significant character (the 
maintenace guy) has the best two minutes of the 
show, you’re in trouble. This one was made with a 
3:00 a.m. slot on HBO in mind.

Julia! - A Brief 
Interview With Julia Child 


Julia Child, America’s favorite teacher of 
French cooking, celebrated her 80th birthday last 
August. Well-known for her series of cooking 
shows on the Public Broadcasting System, she is 
a master of French cooking, writer, teacher, and 
— highly respectd by her peers all over ithe 
world. 

With eight cookbooks, columns in McCall’s and 
Parade magazine, the Peabody award and an Em- 
my to her credit, she is undoubtedly one of ithe 
20th century’s most familiar experts in cuisine. 

| was fortunate to have the extraordinary oppor- 
tunity to conduct a telephone interview with ther 
from her home in Cambridge recently, which was 
a great honor for me. on 


She began her career in France in 1948, where 
she and her husband, Paul Child, were assigmed 
to the Diplomatic Service. She enrolled in the Gor- 
don Bleu and studied privately with Master Cihef 
Max Bugnard. 

Speaking of her fascination with French caok- 
ing, she said that once she was in France, she 
found that she loved the food and the attitude of 
the French people toward food. 

“To the French chefs | worked with, cooking 
was a real art form, and it was their great 


seriousness that appealed to me so much. They | 


took their profession very seriously indeed.” She 
has applied this same seriousness and dedication 
to her own career, much to the delight and benefit 
of the American public. 

Following her training at the Cordon Bleu, she 
became involved with a French ladies’ culinary 
group called Circle des Gourmets, which was, she 
said, what really got her started. In 1951, she 
founded a cooking school with two of her friends, 
Simone Beck and Louisette Bertholle, callled 
L’Ecole des Trois Gourmandes (the School of tthe 
Three Gourmands). It was with these two women 
that she was to write volume one of the classic 
Mastering the Art of French Cooking (1961, 1970)- 

Following her husband’s retirement in 1961, the 
Childs settled in Cambridge, MA. As a promo- 
tional boost for the first volume of Mastering ithe 
Art of French Cooking, she appeared on the book 
review program of Boston’s WGBH-TV. This ap- 
eeeanee prompted requests for aregular cookiing 
show. 

After three pilot programs that confirmed tihat 
there was a good audience in New England, “The 
French Chef” was aired on February 11th, 19153, 
and ran until 1973. From there on, Mrs. Child 
became a staple of public television, followiing 
the initial ‘French Chef” series with such pro- 
grams as “Julia Child and Company” (1978-79), 
“Julia Child and More Company” (1980), and “Din- 
ner at Julia’s” (1983). at 


In her 80th year, where she says she’s been 
celebrating her birthday for a “‘very long time,” 
she seems to have more than enough energy and 
interest in life and people to see her through ther 
busy schedule. When | spoke with her earlier in 
the month, she was weathering out a deadline for 
a new book due for distribution in August of this 
year. 

The book, she explained, is being written in 
conjunction with a new 16-part series on PBS, ‘or 
which Mrs. Child is the host. The series is about 
cooking with master chefs, and each program will 
feature a different American chef. 

The idea of the series, she said, is that “they're 
(the chefs) cooking in home kitchens with home 
equipment. So this is home cooking done by ex- 
perts. You can see how much they love their work 
and how much pride they take.” 

In a comment quite in line with Mrs. Child’s wit 
and candidness, she said that the chefs were 
“really teaching and not showing off.” The series 
is scheduled for airing in September or October of 
this year on PBS. 

She has travelled to each of the locations 
where she and an assistant record the piro- 
ceedings on their Toshiba laptops because she 
said that chefs have a tendency to change thimgs 
every time they do them. She anticipates that 
serious home cooks will be looking at the book for, 
the series while they watch the television program 
in order to follow the procedures exactly. 

At several points during the interview, she 
stressed her appreciation for the people who 
assist in her television programs and books. She 
gave credit to television crews and individuals 
who assisted in her projects, saying that she 
never could have achieved all she has without 
their assistance.

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In addition to her upcoming television series, 
she is scheduled to be one of the main attractions 
long with Jacques Pepin, Marcella Hazen, and 

lobert Parker, Jr.) at the 1993 Aspen Food & Wine 
Classic to be held in June in Aspen, Colorado. 


When asked if she would comment on the ap- 
parent disparity between ingredients used for 
classic French cooking and the current dietary 
trend to low fat cooking, she said that recipes 
could be adapted to accommodate the lower fat 

uidelines, noting that there is so much fear of 
SP that no one is able to enjoy it at all. 

“But | think that | would say that people were 
created with an appetite to nourish themselves 
and a brain to know how to do it.” She believes it’s 
perfectly easy to follow a good diet by cooking 
well, noting that people can cook quite well 
following the 30% fat content guidelines. 

She contends that it’s not necessary to followa 
strict regimen each day. “The idea is to work it 
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over a week. There’s an opportunity to binge, but 
you pay for it. | think with moderation and a great 
variety, you can’t go wrong.” 

So tune in for some interesting television in the 
fall with Julia Child and her 16 chefs; it’s for cer- 
tain that’s where I'll be found. In this interview, 
aside from the pleasure of speaking with her, | 
came away with the thought that it truly is never 
too late to pursue your dreams. 

When | asked her if she was a great cook prior 
to her marriage in her mid-thirties, she said, ‘No. | 
was a great eater.” | found her wry comment in- 
Spiring, considering where the years have taken 
this great lady. 

And so, until next week | wish you the best. | en-

No Contract Since Last August 31st 
Teachers have been working without a contract 
since August 31st of last year. The average salary 
for Agawam teachers has been listed as $35,232 
annually.

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Crossing Guard 
For Clark School 
Put On Hold

Last Tuesday evening (April 27th), member 
Teresa Kozloski made a report to the School Com- 
mittee recommending that a crossing guard be 
assigned to James Clark School following an ad 
hoc committee meeting that included parents 
from that neighborhood. 

Mrs. Kozloski and member Roberta Doering 
both motioned to have the item placed on the 
agenda under old business and encouraged the 
board to vote on the issue that evening as a tem- 
porary solution because children’s safety was in- 
volved. 

Mrs. Kozloski said, “Even though you have a 
smaller number of cars crossing by, it is the speed 
factor (on South Street) that presents a safety 
hazard (to the 15 walkers which cross the area in 
question).” 

However, the board voted 4-2 to have the item 
remain under new business and said that the 
board’s transportation subcommittee should 
study this and other school areas in town to judge 
all cases equally. 

Member Louise David said she did not feel “an 
emergency” existed at this time since conditions 
would have been worse during winter snow. 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder said 
that factors would have to be identified and 
criteria set up to assess the needs of a crossing 
guard at Clark School. He said there should be an 
evaluation of traffic in this and all areas; other- 
wise, ‘an exception would have to be made at 
Clark School.” 

Member Linda Galarneau noted that a study 
had been done last year by Agawam Safety Of- 
ficer Alfred Longhi, and the decision was made 
that conditions did not warrant a crossing guard 
on South Street. 

Member Lou Massoia asked if Officer Longhi’s 
study had included the “speed of cars” as well as 
the number of vehicles passing icuaD the area. 

Budget Concerns Upon Further Review 

In April, Ryder had agreed intially with the ad 
hoc committee’s recommendation to place a tem- 
porary crossing guard at Clark, but said he had 
become concerned about the budget upon further 
review. 

Vice Chairwoman Susan Pettazzoni said, 
“There are a number of hot spots in town, and we 
have to address them as a whole. A political band- 
aid isn’t going to be the answer.” 

Mrs. Doering noted, ‘This was our (ad hoc com- 
mittee’s) recommendation after a long, lengthy 
discussion with the superintendent, Mr. Donald 
Charest (Assistant Superintendent), and two 
parents from Clark.” 

She added, ‘‘l urge the transportation commit- 
tee to set a date for the meeting.” 

Clark PTO parents criticized the board’s deci- 
sion to delay a vote and hold a meeting of the 
transportation committee to debate the issue 
again. 

The parents first brought the issue to the 
School Committee last summer and have con- 
tinued to fight for a crossing guard after ook 
Longhi’s determination that the amount of traffic 
did not warrant one. The ad hoc committee was 
formed on March 23rd to address parents’ con- 
cerns. 

PTO members Patricia DeLuco and Donna 
Bodurtha attended the meeting. Mrs. Bodurtha 
said parents had been told they would get a cross- 
ing guard after the ad hoc committee’s decision, 
and felt it should have been binding. 

Mrs. DeLuco agreed, Saying, “I fail to see how 
anything can get accomplished with this system. 
We were told that the ad hoc committee would 
make a decision, and now we find out that’s not 
the case.”

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In the fourth inning, the Brownies looked ugly 
all around. Seymour got the first out before Bielitz 
let another one go through her legs at third.

As Lou Conte squinted in the late afternoon 
sun, the first-year Agawam High baseball coach 
couldn’t have been thinking about the four-game 
win streak that the team had recently put 
together. He had to be thinking of the effort that 
was going to be necessary to get the team back 
on the winning track. 


The Brownie defense wasted an outstanding 
Brian Colby pitching performance and dropped 
their second straight ballgame as they fell 6-1 to 
the Northampton High Blue Devils on a beautiful 
Wednesday afternoon in Agawam. 


Colby walked the first batter he faced in the 
ballgame and never walked another one on his 
route-going performance. He allowed six runs in 
the game (only two of them earned) and repeated- 
ly made the big pitch throughout the game. 


He was in his own mess in the first inning as he 
walked Mike Ellerbrook leading off and then saw 
Mario Prietle whistle a single into left. With two 
on and none out, Colby proceeded to do his Cat- 
fish Hunter imitation by whiffing the belt of the 
Blue Devil order with a firm fastball and a big 
breaking ball. Two of the three dragged the 
aluminum back to the bench after watching called 
strike three. 


Jeremy Riel was no slouch on the hill for Nor- 
thampton as he shut down the Brownies on just 
two hits during his complete game. He was in alit- 
tle first inning difficulty himself as Jeff Campbell 
spun a two-out single to center and Joe Gaylor 
reached when the shortstop muffed his routine 
two-hopper. Jeff Henderson ended the threat by 
rolling one back to the box. 

Neither team scored in the second. Northamp- 
ton got another runner into scoring position on a 
Juan Santiago single and stolen base, but three 
flyballs got Colby back to the bench with his 
shutout still intact.

AHS Baseball Back 
To .500 Mark |

The Agawam High baseball Brownies fell back 
to the 500 mark Tuesday afternoon after dropping 
an 82 decision to the Tigers of South Hadley 
High. Agawam had just come off an incredible 
44-8 road victory in Ludlow on Monday afternoon. 

In the Monday ballgame, the Brownies trailed 
by four in the top of the seventh. They tied it with a 
clutch rally and then hit some extra inning magic 
to plate six more to tame the Lions. That win put 
AHS at 5-4 for the season. 

Needed Another Comeback 

On Tuesday, the comeback story would have 
had to be written again. The locals fell behind by 
one of those “‘swiggly” numbers in the very first 
inning and they couldn’t seem to find the gas the 
rest of the way. 2 

It looked promising early for AHS kids when 
Nate Wooley led the first inning with a bloop 
basehit to right. He swiped second as Jeff Camp- 
bell was called out on a big breaking ball. Eric 
Mastroianni waited out a walk but Joe Gaylor and 
Brian Klinakis went down on strikes to end the 
threat. 

Wooley took the hill for AHS and hurt himself 
immediately by issuing base on balls to the first 
two batters. Mastroianni allowed a double play 

rounder to “play him” at second and the first 
figer crossed as the ball rolled out into short 
right-centerfield. 

After a fly ball moved the lead runner to third, 
SH got a booming, two-run double to left-center 
that scored two more and it was 3-0 after one. 

The two teams played scoreless baseball in the 
second. The Brownies got back to the top of their 
order in the third and hoped to get back into it. 

Wooley reached out and poked a single to left. 
But he got picked off on an excellent move by the 
southpaw pitcher.

It was in the fourth when the defensive concen- 
tration broke down. O’Brien rushed at shortstop 
on a routine bounder ant he booted it. A flyball to 
left that should have been caught fell for adouble. 
Colby bowed his back and struck out Eric Sicard 
for the first out, but Scott Williams drilled a 1-2 
pitch toward first base. 

Gaylor almost got a glove on it, yet he couldn't 
flag it. Campbell got the ball back to the diamond 
in good shape, but Gaylor turned and threw late to 
the plate as the second runner scored the go- 
ahead run. 

The proper choice for Gaylor would have been 
to take the out on Williams, who was hung up bet- 
ween first and second. Instead, Williams walked 
into scoring position and came home when Eller- 
brook lined another 1-2 pitch into centerfield for 
the 3-1 lead. 

The Brownies made another mental mistake in 
the fourth. Jason Votzakis got hit by a pitch 
leading .off and he was at first when Chris 
Demastrie struck out. On the third strike, the cat- 
cher dropped the ball and Demastrie tried to run 
to first (not knowing that he was automatically out 
because first base was occupied and there were 
less than two outs). Seeing this, Votzakis took off 
for second and was thrown out easily. 

The Brownies had a couple of real letdowns in 
the fifth as O’Brien booted a leadoff grounder. On 
an attempted steal of second, catcher Brian 
Pelligrino put the throw right on the bag, but a 
communication breakdown occurred and the ball 
sailed into center. Votzakis came in to retrieve it 
and the ball rolled right through his legs and 
another run scored! You could see the rookie 
coach’s hair beginning to turn just a little bit 
grayer. 

A Gaylor error, a double, a sacrifice fly, and an 
RBI single moved the lead to a 6-1 bulge in the 
sixth. 


Agawam’s record dropped to 4-3 on the season ~ 


with an impending game against one of the area’s 
premier teams (Westfield). The Brownies will open 
Valley Wheel action next week.

He com- 
plicated matters by issuing his first free pass to 
load the sacks with one out. He stood tall, 
however, as he struck out a pinch-hitter and then 
froze the next hitter with a fastball on the outside 
corner at the knees. 

In the seventh, Anderson started the pro- 
ceedings with a triple (deep to right-center). Jon 
Jacobsen rescued him with a sacrifice fly to 
centerfield. Mastroianni tried to keep things going 
by ripping his second hit of the day up the middle.

There will be few chances for me to write this 
story for the rest of my days (and everybody 
knows that | take liberties with every opportunity 
that presents itself), but | had a chance to par- 
ticipate in sports for a change last Thursday 
night. 

At the conclusion of the high school sports 
campaign, | will again take on my assigned duties 
as local softball and Tri-County League baseball 
writer.

At any rate, the softball season is underway, 
and Coach Chuck Mickey dialed my number a 
couple of times and asked if | might be able to 
make it to the ballgame that particular night. | 
missed the first two (both losses for Scoreboard), 
but made it to last Thursday’s (April 29th) battle 
with Bogey’s Lounge. 

Eating “Humble Pie” 

There is little question that the lineup card is 
tied directly to a player's waistline, and the 
Chuckster batted me ninth and had me operating 
as a catcher. It was a slice of humble pie, but it 
meant a couple of at-bats so | decided to accept 
my declining role.

Week Number Three... 
Golf Tip Of The Week

Mistake - Poor Grip 

Some golfers, even pros, use unorthodox grips. 
This is a mistake for the golfer who wishes to pro- 
gress as quickly as possible in golf. 

If you feel the club shift in your hand as you 
make contact with the ball, if your fingers fly off 
the handle, if swinging the club causes you pain 
in the wrists or gets you knotted up in your follow- 
through, chances are you are using an unor- 
thodox, poorly coordinated grip. 

Most of the poor and unorthodox grip woes in 
golf can be traced to the palm of the hand. A club 
centered in the palm makes it difficult for the 
fingers to do their important job—gripping. This 
centering of the club handle in the palm often 
compounds gripping woes by causing the player 
to grip the club too loosely or too tightly, resulting 
in inaccuracy. 


Correction 

The first step you must take en route to choos- 
ing the grip that works best for you is to start your 
grip by letting the handle of the club rest at the 
base of your fingers—not the center of the palm. 

Then you are ready to join the 99 percent of 
good golfers who use one of these three grips: the 
Vardon, the interlocking, and the 10-finger 
(baseball) grip. 

The most popular is the Harry Vardon grip, in 
which the little finger of the right hand overlaps 
the index finger of the left hand. The next most 
popular grip is the interlocking grip, in which the 
little finger of the right hand interlocks with the in- 
dex finger of the left hand, weaving the hands 
together (Jack Nicklaus uses this grip). The third 
is called the 10-finger or baseball grip (Bob 
Agena has won many a tournament with this 
grip). 

lf your wrists (and hands) are weak, try clen- 
ching rubber balls a few minutes a day and flexing 
your wrists against an invisible elastic that’s try- 
ing to keep you from stretching it.

Oh yes, limits are being checked at many of the 
above-mentioned ponds. 
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The Right Way To “Catch-and-Release” 
Catch-and-release. For anglers, this is the buzz- 
word of the ‘90s. It’s a term synonymous with con- 
servation and a practice vital to the future of 
fishing. But, it only works when anglers properly 
handle and return their catch to the water. 


Every angler who practices catch-and-release 
has good intentions. Unfortunately, many bass 
die after being released because angiers in- 
advertently harm the fish. Learning a few release 
techniques will ensure a healthy fish returned to 
the water. 

For example, when landing a fish (bass), 
anglers grab the bass by the lip. This is fine for a 
fish under five pounds; a heavier fish should also 
be supported under the tail by your hand. 

By grabbing a heavier fish by the jaw, you can 
distend the jaw and cause fatal injury. 

Viewing so-called experts on TV waving a fish 
back-and-forth in water to revive it leads many 
anglers to think that this is the thing to do. Not so! 
This actually does more harm than good. instead, 
simply cradle the fish in the water and allow it to 
breathe normally, then swim from your hands. 

When fishing for fun, return bass to the water 
as quickly as possible. 


Early Turkey Harvest 

Jim Wheeler and Ted Leal, two close hunting 
buddies, hit the woods during the early morning 
hours on Opening Day. Ted chose to do the call- 
ing, and Jim handled his father’s Belgian Brown- 
ing 12-gauge shotgun. 

Immediately after the first yelp on Ted’s per- 
sonally created turkey call, a gobbler answered. 
Ted cleverly worked the tom in to about 20 yards 
from Jim. Upon hearing the tom gobbie, some 
other turkey hunters behind Ted and Jim started 
to yelp, attempting to turn the tom their way.
